Tho delibera- 
tion referred chiefly to the Odd Fel- 
lows, numbering about 500,000 in the 
United States, and the Sons of Tem- 
perance, whose roll include* about 70,- 
000 membcts. Aichbiahop Kat^er, of 
Milwaukee, broupht the matter to 
the attention of the council, by 
presenting the petition of the German 
Catholic cential society of the United 
States, which was adopted at Dubuque, 
la., in September laat, asking tho con- 
ference to clearly define the designa- 
tion "secret society" in plain and un- 
mistakable terms, as some doabt has 
been raised in tho minds of some of tho 
church authorities as to whether the 
societies named come under tho ban of 
the papal bull 


In explaining liis position, Arch- 


bishop Katzcr said that it is absolutely 
not true that tlie Free Masous aro tho 
only society forbidden by tlio church 
and that, consequently a Catholic may 
join any other lodge or society, except 
the Freo Masons

SAD ACCIDENT AT MAOON. 


A Collision on the Illinois Central 


Resulting in the Serious Injury 


of Engineer Hediger. 


The train on the Illinois Central which 


leaves Deoatnr going south at 
6:30 


o'clock p. m, met and collided with two 
freight oars at Maoon yesterday evening. 
The freight train in getting on the aide 
track pushed a oonple of box cars out on 
the main track and before they could be 
gotten out of the way, or the opproaohing 
passenger train could be signalled to 
stop, the passenger train crashed into the 
box cars. It was raining and snowing 
at the time and this made it difficult for 
the engineer to see the cars in the 
path of his engine 
in 
time 
to 


prevent the 
collision' by 
stopping. 


Henry Hediger, who lives 
in Clin- 


ton was the engineer on the passen- 
ger. He is an experienced man, but 
before he could reverse his engine or 
jump the crash came. 
Hediger was 


caught in the wreck and his left leg was 
so badly crushed that it became neces- 
sary to amputate it above the knee. The 
fireman jumped and thus luckily escaped 
injury. Ihe engine was badly wrecked 
and could not be moved from the track, 
which detained the passenger train north 
due here at 9:30, more than two hours. 
The injured engineer could not be re- 
moved to his home and he was cared for 
in Maoon. 


LATER. 


Engineer Hedger did not recover from 


the chock and died this morning at 5 
o'clock. He has a family living in die- 
ton, to which place his body has been 
removed.

Banyan now charges that 
Devore has all along been cognizant of 
the fact that the members of the clepnrl- 
ment had beer at the hose house, and i:t 
one time Before himself had helped to 
put to bed a member who was helplessly 
drank; and that to his knowledge the 
men had on one occasion stolen a bunch 
of bananas ana taken it to one of the 
hose houses. He also alleges that the 
chief has shown great partiality in hie 
treatment ot the men. It is stated that 
Bnnyan will be unable to substantiate 
his charges, but until the commissioners 
make their report to the city council it 
will not be positively known to what 
opinion they have come from the fuota 
presented. _^

kitchen garden industry has been slmoat 
a failure this year and there seems to be 
DO source from whence the vegetable 
crop can be filled except by importation 
from. Jiurope, ami vegetables obtained 
thus would bo so costly as to prelude 
their use by persons ot moderate means, 
ine direct cause of tho failure of the 
vegetable crop was the backward season 
last epnng and tho cold rain, th.t (ion- 
tinned until late into the summer. 


Cabbages are very scarce and very 


dear. This time list year they sold for 
810 a ton m our load lots, Now they are 
worth !2U so 825 per ton and will be 
940 or 850 before the crop of '93 comes 
on the market. Already the leading 
vegetable dealers are preparing to import 
Dutch cabbage. Potatoes are quite as 
scarce as cabbage. The crop is less than 
one-half that ot 1891 and prices are three 
times aa high. This time a year ago 
potatoes were worth 25 to 28 cents per 
bushel in carload lots, Now they are 
worth 80 cents and may go double this 
figure. The potato crop in Canada is 
quite good and importations from thence 
will be heavy.

The 
one given above is believed to cover all 
the caiualties, and the number ol 
houses wrecked by the storm is fairly 
complete. 


As soon as the more fortunate of the 


people of the little city recovered from 
the first shock of the calamity efforts 
were at once directed to oaring for the 
injured. 
They were taken to the homes of 


those who had escaped the storm's 
wrath nnd cared for by willing Imnds, 
end the doctors of tho village dressed 
tnelr wounds.

SECRET SOCIETIES. 


Under the Ban of the Catholic 


Church. 


THE CONFERENCE OF ARCHBISHOPS 


Takes Up and Dispose8 Of ,h, Matter- 


Not Fr« Masons Only But Odd 


Fellows and Sons of Temper, 


ance Excommunicated. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18._The second 


day s session of the annual conference 
of the archbishops of the Roman Cath- 
olic church in the United States began 
at 10 o'clock yesterday mornlnff at the 
archieplscopal residence, Cardinal Qib- 
bono presiding, as at Wednesday's ses- 
sibn. All the archbishops or their rep- 
resentatives were present, as was 
Archbishop Sntolli, the papal delegate. 
Again the deliberations were carried on 
behind closed doora. 


The major portion o£ the time, it was 


learned, was occupied in a discussion of 
the question of the condemnation ot 
certain secret societies. The delibera- 
tion referred chiefly to the Odd Fel- 
lows, numbering about 800,000 in the 
United States, and tlie Song of Tem- 
perance, whose roll include* about 70,- 
000 members. Archbishop Katier, o£ 
Milwaukee, brought the matter to 
the attention of the council, by 
presenting the petition of the German 
Catholic central society of the United 
States, which was adopted at Dubuque, 
la., in September last, asking the con- 
ference to clearly define the designa- 
tion "secret society" in plain and un- 
mistakable terms, as some doabt has 
been raised in too minds of some of the 
church authorities m to whether the 
societies named oorao under the ban of 
the papal bull. 


In explaining- his position, Arch- 


bishop Katzcr said that it is absolutely 
not true that the Free Masons are the 
only society forbidden by tho church 
and that, consequently a Catholic may 
join any other lodge or society, except 
the Free Masons. 


lie quoted from the injunction of tho 


third plenary council at Baltimore as 
follows: 


1. That nil former docroos of the Roman pon- 


tiffs against an societies condemned toy tho 
holy eeo are to remain ia full forco, accord luff 
to tho tonor of tho constitution "Apostolic® 
Sodls."and too moaning of tlio Roman pontiff! 


2. That the Froo ITftHOiia nnfl tho Carbonari 


aro oxcoiumttnicated by nnma. 


3. That all other aoctotloB, though not mon- 


tionod by namo, Rr9 oxcommuntuatod If they 
tiro of the samo nature as the Free Masons and 
the Carbonari; that It, Mltboso soolottes whloh 
openly or soorotly plot against the church or 
against the lawful eovarninont of the state. 


4. That all societies uro excommunicated 
which have their own minister or chaplain, 
their own ritual and tuolr own ceremonies in 
such a manner as thoreby to bocomo a horotlo 
or schismatic facet. 


B. That any society which requires its mom • 


bors, bo it under oath or otherwise, not to re- 
veal its secrets to anyone, not ovon to tho ec- 
clesiastical authority, that is, the bishop, and 
which binds, bo it by onth or more promise 
from Its members, a blind and absolute obe- 
dience, IB forbidden under giiovous sin, and 
that tho members of such a society that at 
least promise to do so nt onco tuo excommuni- 
cated. 
6. Tho faithful, and especially tho youth, aro 
to be taught and earnestly udmoulshod cars- 
fully to avoid all such societies as in tho Judg- 
ment of tbo bishop of tboir own dloawe aro in 
any way dangerous to faltu and morals; for, 
0.3 tho instruction of tbo Jjoly Roman and uni- 
versal inquisition dated May 10.1B81, remarks, 
it is well to bo understood that there aro still 
other societies which though they do not 
clearly belong to those enunjerstod soova (that 
u, Ho societies excommunicated or forbidden 
undsr mortal sin), aio ftt least doubtful and 
dangerous. Tho bishops, "hose chief care it 
must be to preserve tho iloctiluo pure and tbo 
morals uncorruntod, muat know that it la thoir 
duty to dotof and koop nwny their flocks from 
thoso societies. 


According to Archbishop Katzcr, the 


society of Odd Fellows has within 
late years attained iarffe membership 
Jrom the Catholic ranks on tho plea 
that they arc not Free Masops, and, 
therefore, not a society forbidden by 
the Catholic church. 


The council of Baltimore lias ap- 


pointed the college of the archbishops 
of tho United States as the only com- 
petent tribunal in the matter of the 
secret societies, lie argued, and it is the 
duly of the present conference to de- 
termine exactly the question at issue. 


The majority of the council coincided 


with tho opinions expressed by Arch- 
bishop KaUer, and appropriate action 
will be taken bcloro the close of the 
conference, so that the matter will be 
indisputably settled 


The only phase of the school ques- 


tion touched upon at the day's session 
was that of the treatment of the Catho- 
lic Indian children in the western reser- 
vations, who have been compelcd to at- 
tend non-Catholic schools, despite the 
protests of their parents. Kt Rev. 
Bishop P. L. Clinpcllf, the coadjutor 
and representative of Archbishop Sal- 
pernte, of Santa I<> was the principal 
speaker on the subject, and lie called 
for some decisive action on the part of 
his colleagues.
